o’clock, a nd a t tha t time she noticed the 
child’s hea d hung ov er the mother's a rm. 
The child wa s pla ced in a swing in the 
house, a nd the mother stepped out to pro­ 
cure a dish of wa ter. While she wa s gone 
Mrs. Miner stepped up to the child a nd 
sa w it wa s dea d. 
She told the giil so on

morning she got up before six o’clock a nd 
i prepa red the brea kfa st for her husba nd. 
The Bla ke girl ca me down a t ha lf-pa st 
eight with the child in her a rms. 
It wa s 
dea d a t tha t time. 
The mother insisted 
tha t the child wa s a liv e, a nd tha t it wa s 
sleeping. 
Witness nev er knew who the 
fa ther of the child wa s. 
On a close a nd 
more ca reful exa mina tion, the woma n 
sa id her na me wa s Corby, tha t she wa s 
born in Birmingha m, Broome county, 
New York, iii 1854. 
When a child she 
wa s ma rried to a ma n na med Sta ger, who 
liv ed with her but a short time.

mov ed with her pa rents to Mendota , a nd 
wa s there ma rried to a Ja mes Bla ck.

Miner.

ba nds, nor they from her. She knew Miner 
just a week before she wa s ma rried to 
him in Februa ry, a nd her child, which 
she ha d on her la p, wa s born in June.

Water Left for Three Prisoners to Drink 
Poisoned with Corroeire Sublimate— 
Tragic Occurence at Michigan City —A 
Break for Liberty and a Dead Conv ict 
—C rim inal No tes.

Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 28 .—The ex cite 
ment ov er the ex posures at the penitentiary 
reached a high pitch Monday . 
There is still 
a flow of additional ex posures from that 
place as to stealing and v arious abuses, but 
the sensation Monday was the attempt to get 
rid of important witnesses, which occurrence 
the prison officials hod succeeded In keeping 
quiet 
Last Saturday night John Francis, 
F. W. Ny e, and J. W. Campbell, throe 
prisoners who hav e made important affidav its 
and are the principal witnesses in the im­ 
pending inv estigation, were taken suddenly 
sick and the prison phy sicians were summoned. 
Francis insisted that he had been poisoned, 
was in intense agony with cramps, and 
the doctors considered his case hopeless. 
By 
speedy resort to the nsual emetics Campbell 
and Nye were soon made easy , but Francis is 
Mill in a precarious condition. 
When lo cked 
up in their cells at night a cup of water was 
left with each prisoner. 
An analy sis by an 
expert chemist shows that the water in the 
cup from which Francis drank contained a 
stro ng 
decoction of 
corrosiv e sublimate, 
which would hav e killed him had he not re­ 
ceiv ed prompt relief and good care. 
The as­ 
sistant priso n physician sleeps 
at the peni­ 
tentiary, and was called to the rescue, after 
which other medical aid was secured. 
Tho present priso n o fficials are very much 
anno yed o ver the affair, as they can no t get 
any clew as to who did the wo rk. 
It is very 
e:\sy to dro p anything into the cups which sit 
Li a brace o n the do o rs, but it co uld be do ne 
o nly by so me guard, o ther priso ner, o r so me­ 
o ne who had no business in there at night. 
A peculiar feature o f the attempted deed 
is the fact tliat while o ther priso ners have 
been befo re tho grand 
jury 
neither o f 
these three ha 1 yet been called. 
The pro se 
cutio n was ho Ming the stro ngest testimo ny 
fo r the last. This desjxjrate break has caused 
great excitement here, and the warden has 
pro hibited fur the present an audience to 
any o ne with tho priso ners who are witnesses 
in the pending cases, and lo dged them where 
they can 1*? specially guarded.

prejudiced against beggars in general nnd 
“ Sand hi Hers” in ¡» articular, w*ns for sternly 
rebuking the old man, when something pe­ 
culiarly touching in the applicant's look nr- 
ristal that uncharitable purpose and im- 
jxl’od him to lieed the wdiLjieriugs of his 
nobler nature and to relievo the distress of 
the poor wretch. 
I, too, could not restrain 
a Ckrihtain impulse, and bestowing what 
alms I could afford I glanced » t tho paper 
which had been forced into my hand. This 
was what it contained: 
To A ll W hom It May Concern : 
T hh cer­ 
tifies that the bearer, who is both worthy and 
needy, is over one hundred years old. 
Assist him, 
all who can. 
I handed the centenarian his document 
and he shambled ojf, chuckling over his good 
fortune and jingling tho coins in his bony 
hand. 
Hen*, then, was 
a genuine centena­ 
rian, and we did not begrudge what we had 
given him. 
AN UNEARTHLY VISAGE. 
But what a strange looking being ho was 
How unearthly his visage, how yellow his 
complexion, how shrunken his cheeks, what 
pleading yet luster less eyes, and, withal, what 
a miserably emaciated and drawn-up body! 
Such a tyi>o of a man is not to l» e met with 
every day. I had, it 
is true, encountered in 
tho streets of Columbia men and women not 
unlike him, but never before had I gazed 
upon his identical counterpart.

“ A what? ” exclaimed I.

“ But you don’t think Tin so credulous as to 
believe that this man, who is over 100 years

It looks as though the major­ 
ity of the well-to-do farmers of the .surround­ 
ing country were patrons of that grain firm. 
The other dealers have dropped in a moment 
or sent a clerk. The men about town who 
have money to invest are well represented. 
You will wonder what is going on; but no­ 
tice the yellow message sheet that passes 
from hand to hand an« l listen to the asides. 
You will hear more about the certainty 
of 
wheats going up than you supposed an ex­ 
porter knew about it. 
Don’t get scared nnd 
lay in six months* supply of flour, for it 
probably will ix* cheaper. 
Tho country sjiec- 
ulator is most always a bull, and the way to 
get his horns in is to put prices down. 
IT LOOKS SO INNOCENT. 
This description applies to every town of 
2,00o inhabitants throughout the west. 
In 
the larger cities there is a branch office of 
some commission Arm or bucket shop where 
they handle more money than nine out of ten 
of the legitimate business Anna 
Is it gam­ 
bling? Yes, in its worst form, because it 
looks so innocent to the new beginner. Noth­ 
ing is iKiught or sold nor is there any pre­ 
tense of buying or selling between the trans­ 
actors. 
They simply Ixt on the future price 
of tho corn or wheat which they nominally 
buy or sell. 
Tho old and most always 
“ busted” speculator explains to his victim 
how by the system of margins he can control 
thousands of bushels of grain with a few hun­ 
dred dollars. 
Then ho offers to take him into 
a deal.

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seen through his magnifying imagination, 
aro immense. Tho gudgeon takes tho bait 
and puts up tho money. As he don't know 
much about the business, his “ partner” does 
the trading.

Meantime ho has been studying the methods 
of grain gambling. This successful invest­ 
ment upon his “ judgment” makes him tho 
smartest man in town in hi»s own estimation.
